They were betwixt three and four 
inches long; all, about the matter, of an equal bignels, as of 
one broc d $ fomething thicker than a Ducks quill} very (harp 
at both ends; ft ff, and exaftly round j without incifures, vi- 
fible at leaft, and yet could move and twift themfelves readi¬ 
ly eoough. All the difference was in the colour, thefe being 
much whiter than any I have feen from the Guts. Vid. Bart hoi. 
in Hifl. 60 Cent.*), where neer twenty worms, as long as my 
finger, were found in a Lady’s arm, probably of this Species 
too.

An Extra3 of a Letter written by Mr. John Templer June 
16. 1673. containing fome Ohfervations upon a pleajant way 
of catching Carps. 

O N Thurfday laft, Sir Juftinian Ijham invited 
me to walk with him to his Filh.ponds, and to 
fee a boy throw out Carps with his hands at any time in the 
heat of theday. 1 fa w four very large ones, that the boy 
took. His way was this.- He waded into the Pond, and then 
returning to the fides, he would grope them out in the Sedg 
or weeds, and, tickling them with his fingers under the bel¬ 
ly , quickly remove his fingers to their gills , and 
throw them out upon the land. And this he did not in a nar¬ 
row but large'pond, of half an Acre of ground, or rather 
an Acre.In which pra&ife I muftnotetwoor three things,that 
fe, in obfervable to me; 

1. Carps (aud I fuppofe all other filh that keep near the 
bottom) keep alwayes in a fhoal, although happily there may 
be more than one company, anfwerable to the difference 
of their Sexes $ as in Deer at fome feafons. 

2. When they move from one place to another, they rai/e 
the mud in the heat of the day 5 and you may eafily obferve, 
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
